Assuming that this offense is no 
more "prevalent in Boston than elsewhere, in proportion lo 
population, it becomes plain that family desertion is one of 
the glaring and deplorable evils of the day in this country. 


It wbuld be perfectly proper to arrange for the extradition 


of Ihis brand of deserters who take refuge in Canada, but an- 
other question Is, what is to be done with them when they are 
brought back? 
It tfoukl be of little avail lo scour Canada for 


wife deserters from Boston or any other part of the country, 
to bring them back and let Ihem go on the promise of good 
behavior.' There are many cases in which comparatively lit- 
tle is done in connection \\r\\\\ this offense if (he promises to do 
better arc sufficiently tearful. In many cases even the wronged 
wives will intercede for mercy after the stale has been [o Hie 
expense of running dowu the culprits, and thus the mailer has 
proved:somewhat difiicvill to handle. 


Bill if wife desertion is a crime it should be treated as such, 


and the treatment should'be of a character which would lend 
to lessen the practice, which appears to be on the increase. 
Many wives are deserted so soon after marriage as to give 
ground for the suspicion that the act was premeditated.

cases of this kind there should be very severe penalties and rmit of 
hrtfl(l 


they should be imposed without quibbling, 


It would seem lo be well to make family desertion an ex- 


traditable offense, but it should be remembered that much 
might be done to remedy the evil without 'that provision. If 
(he heartless creatures who commit this offense were to Ik 
dealt with according to their deserts the chances are that in n 
short time there would be fewer of Ihem (o deal with.

choked to death trying to enl It fast.

Vleksburg when an old rebel stuck out 
hla hand and said: 


" 'ou'ro the dimmed 
Yankee that 


nearly caused mo to choko to death.'
